, Cotton, Especially Export Quotas, 
Touchy Subject For Farm Officials

. WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 1.9—UP)— 


Cotton has become a touchy sub- 
ject among government farm of- 
ficials. 
They are reluctant even to men- 
tion the crop lest what they say 
sends prices flying skyward 
or 
plunging downward in an abnor- 
mally sensitive market where hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars are in- 
vested.Two Factors Included. 
This 
situation 
has 
developed 


because the 1950 crop fell 
far 
short of needs and the agricul- 
ture department's production goal, 
and because the ticklish Interna- 
tional 
situation has caused 
a 


, boom in demand for the fiber. 
Acting to conserve supplies for 
this 
country 
and 
to 
stabilize 


sharply advancing prices, secre- 
tary Brannan last week issued an 
order limiting exports for 
the 


•eight-month period ending March 


< 31. 
This action was followed by 


a break in prices and sharp pro- 
tests from cotton growers 
and 
Southern 
lawmakers. 


The latter contend that Bran- 
tfian was treating growers 
un- 
fairly by causing prices to go 
down at harvest time. 
In recent days, the department 


has received an abnormal number 
of telephone calls, telegrams and 
personal 
calls pleading and 
in- 


sisting that it either lift the ex- 
port restrietioon or modify it to 


increase export, allowances. 


• Market Fluctuates. 


Meanwhile, the cotton market 
has been putting on a-teeter-tot- 
ter 
act. 


Reports and rumors circulated 
that Brannon was preparing to 
amend his order right away to 
permit larger exports. Prices shot 
up, an the theory that the action 
would provide a bigger market 
with a resulting further shrinkage 
in the nation's tight supplies. 


When the amendment failed to 


materialize, prices tumbled again. 
They bounced up again on reports 
that Brannan 
had promised 
a 


congressman that he would boost 
the export quota. 


Asked for comment on reports 
that a revision of the quota was 
Imminent, officials pleaded 
that 
they not be pressed for an an- 
swer. 
Thev exnlained that If thev 


indicated that some type of ac- 
tion was In the works, It would 
be interpreted by cotton -traders 
and speculators that the quota 
was to be boosted, and a tip to 
buy in expectation 
of 
higher 
prices. 


Or, officials added, if they said 


no actloon was Imminent, prices 
might plunge downward again— 
this time on the theory that the 
department Intended to stand pat, 
for the time being at least, on its 
export allotment.

Official Admits 
Oil From Japan 
Shipped To Reds 


WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 19—<ff 


A commerce department; official 
testlfl* 
today that "a, considera- 


ble portion" of a • 24;000" drum ' oil 
shipment went to Communist Chi 
na from Japan after the Korean 
war started'last June.. 


The testimony came from Ed- 
ward Guinane, assistant chief of 
the investigation staff of the de- 
partment's office of international 
trade. 
He appeared before 
a senate 
subcommittee which is investigating 
reports that some American ships 
have been hauling strategic mater- 
ials to Red China. The subcom- 
mittee is particularly Interested in 
learning how tightly U. S. export 
regulations 
have 
been 
enforced 


since the Communist invasion of 
South Korea last June. 


Chairman O'Conor (D-Md) of the 
subcommittee commented 
during 


the hearing that "our Information 
is that about 13,000 drums actually 
went to Communist China as late 
as August'of this year." 


The Commerce Department 
Is 


making- an investigation of its own 
into the shipment of the lubricat- 
ing oil, which arrived In occupied 
Japan between last March 13 and 
April 26. 


Guinane testified that six or sev- 


en vesses carried the oil from Ja- 
pan to Chinese Communist ports. 


He said that th»y included both 


American flagships and vessels of 
foreign registry. He said fee was 
unable to identify them at this 
time because the department's in- 
vestigation is incomplete.

Tropical Storm 
Now Forming In 
Northwest Gulf 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 19—UP>- 


A tropical storm is forming In the 
northwest Gulf of Mexico and wea- 
ther bureau forecaster E. A. Aime 
said today it may develop into 
a 


hurricane. 


The storm's poorly defined cen- 
ter appeared to be located about 
340 miles east of Brownsville, Tex- 
as, and about 300 miles 
south- 


southwest of New Orleans. 


Strongest winds were 
reported 


between 50 and 60 miles an hour 
but the weather bureau said In Its 
9:30 
a. m. (CST) advisory 
the 


storm probably will Increase in In- 
tensity while moving little during 
the next six to 12 hours. 


Aime explained that chances of 
this storm becoming a hurricane 
are more definite than Wednesday

Drop In Polio 
Cases Reported 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—UP)— 


The number 
Of polio cases drop- 


ped by 12 per cent last week, the 
jublic health service said today. 
It was the third straight week of 
decline. The peak apparently was 
reached this year during the week 
ended Sept. 23. 


The service reported 1,598 new 
cases of acute poliomyelitis last 
week compared with 1,815 cases 
during the preceding week and 
1,204 
during 
the corresponding 


week in 1949. The total for the 
vear .is 24,947 cases, against 35,- 
113 for the corresponding period 
last year.

The band, the outfit that prac- 
ices almost as many hours as does 
.he football team, Is responsible 
'or the pep and high morale evi- 
denced at every game. 


Take Up Half Slack. 


The music makers take up the 


ilack during the half and keep the 
paying customers in good mood. 


The 
band 
members—most 
of 
hem pay for their own instru- 
ments and each member is respon- 
ilble for keeping his uniform in 


condition—are loyal to their 


H. L, Hill, high school band dl- 
ector, has been under football-sea- 
on pressure for seven years at the 
ocal school. 
He was here for 


wo years before World War II 
and came back to take over in 
946. 
His is the job of getting the band 


in tune and ready to parade. 


83 Members This Year. 


The band this year has 83 mem- 


bers, which includes the drum ma- 
jor, two drum majorettes and three 
color bearers. Only 72 of the 83 are 
used at football games. 


"The competition for a place in 


the touted 72 is rugged," said Hill. 
"We shift the line-up from time to 
time. A band member san 
make 


the grade into the football band 
only through ability. It's just like 
making good in any other class- 
room." 


Band practice is on a ycar-'round 
basis at the local school. It Isn't 
compulsory for the musician to 
take lessons during the summer, 
but many of the band show up for 
practices 
all 
through 
vacation 
months. 


Officially, band practice starts 


Aug. 15. The entire group gets 
together then and after a few j*rac- 
tice toots they get down to busi- 
ness. 


Junior Unit Planned. 


All of Hill's work isn't confined 


to the senior band. A few days 


ago he completed plans for a ju- 
nior band. 


"Just like a football squad," he 


said, "I'm building up my bands 
of the future from talent In the 
lower grades." 


Those intricate maneuvers you 


see the band go through during the 
half-time Intermissions arc the re- 
sult of many hours of work. 


"A five minute drill usually takes 


about five hours of preparation," 
said the band director. 


Hill said his charges report to 


the drill field every afternoon, ex- 
cept Friday, and work from E.30 to 
:ept 
i:30. 


Aside from that, he explained, 


there's musical numbers to be prac- 
ticed and memorized. 
Practice Every Morning. 


Work for members of the band 


starts at 7:30 in the morning. From 
that time until 8:20 the entire band 
practices its precision playing. 


After that comes separate les- 


sons for the different instrument 
players.: 


The reed sections rehearse from 


8:20 a. m. to 9:30. The brass sec- 


tions practice from 9:30 to 10:20. 
These are dally rehearsals. 


Hill said school schedules prevent 


some of the band members from 
attending morning sessions and 
similar groups are worked out be- 
tween 1 and 3 in the afternoon. 


"It's those marching periods that 


really are work," said the director 


"We assemble on the playground 


of Sam Houston or on the High 
School campus and for a solid 
hour we drill and drill," he added. 


Drill Sessions Rugged. 


Maneuvers to be used on Fri- 


day night are started on Monday 
and rehearsed until letter perfect 


"We work everything from cer- 


tain yard lines on the football field 
but generally we don't 
have a 


chance to get on the field until 
its time to present our drill," Hill 
said. 


He said the band had been on the 


gridiron once this year to practice 
its maneuvers and didn't get 
a 


chance to hit the green of Tiger

The United Nations Gen- 


eral Assembly is making 
plans to by-pass the Russian 
veto, which is effective in 
the Security Council. If the 
exercise of this ban went un- 
checked, the UN might al- 
most as well go out of busi- 
ness. 


It should be borne in mind, 


however, that the insertion 
of the veto power in 
the 


charter of the UN was not a 
diabolical Russian plot. The 
United States insisted on the 
veto, and the other 
great 


powers acquiesced. 


Why did we take 
this 


stand? It was because of 
memories of the League of 
Nations fight in 1919. The 
successful struggle 
led by 


Henry Cabot Lodge the el- 
der, William E. Borah and 
other isolationists, to stifle 
the League, centered on the 
absence of a veto power for 
the United States. Terrifying 
pictures were drawn of the 
League, controlled by for- 
eign powers, ordering Amer- 
ican boys to their death in 
Burma, Poland, Korea 
and 


There 
are many places 


where gambling under ordi-

His findings led him to 


doubt the accuracy of the re- 
ports of gross income from 
the bingo games, which are 
;he chief form of gambling 
for charity. Assuming that 
the reports are accurate, 
charity gets two and a third 
cents of every dollar spent 
by the patron. If the com- 
missioner's 
suspicions 
are 


accurate, it may be no more 
than one cent of each dollar 
which finds its way to char- 
ity.This study did not 
deal 


with games operated on the 
church lawn by the 
more 


faithful of the congregation. 
In those it may be assumed 
with 
fair 
assurance that 


most of the money goes to 
the purpose for which in- 
tended. The study was made 
of gambling enterprises or- 
ganized and operated .as a 
regular business, from once 
a week to every day, with 
professional operators run- 
ning the enterprise in the 
name of 
some 
charitable 


group. From these the char- 
ity may receive what seems 
to be a tidy sum, but it is 
only a pittanace from 
the 


total "donated" by the pay- 
ing customers. If gambling 
operates in the name of 
charity, then 
charity, 
• it 


would seem, should be the 
heavy winner.

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It's Fun To Live— 
Ex-Mounty Describes Adventures In 
Arctic At Knife, Fork Club Meeting

"The world is not falling apart. 


Be of good cheer, it is a lot of 
fun to live." 
So advised Adventurer-Philoso- 


pher Sydney R. Montague at the 
•eason'B first meeting of the Cor- 
«icana Knife and Fork Club Tues- 
day night. 


The smiling ex-member of the 


Royal Canadian Mounted Police, 
•who believes civilization has a lot 
to learn 
from the Far North's 
Eskimo, 
took his Country Club 


audience through colorful adven- 
tures In the vast Arctic regions. 


Montague was the first Mounty 
to walk to the North Pole. And 
he knows the icy region like a 
native. 
It .was the husky, copper-skin- 


ned Eskimo that taught Montague 
the joy of living, and he passed 
on these lessons to the Corsicana 
group. 


After 
going without 
food 
for 


four days, he related, he told an 
Eskimo companion: "I must have 
food or I will die." 
"Are you afraid to die?" said 


the native. 


"Well, yes; 
aren't 
you?" said 
Montague. 


"No, I die every night," replitd 
the Eskimo. 
"And I am born 
again the next morning." 
Urging his listeners to try the 


Eskimo life, Montague said civili- 
zation's problems in a world filled 
with 
hate 
must 
be 
forgotten. 


"Live today," he said, "as if it Is 
yoour last day on earth." 


Native of England. 


, Born 
in 
England, 
reared 
in 


Canada and now a resident 
of 
Hollywood, the ex-mounty made 
his first trip to the North Pole in 
May, 1926. His observations and 
adventures brought a belief that 
the future of civilization may de- 
pend on how "we operate in the 
Arctic." 


Comparing the Far North and 


Northwest with the Old West of 
America, the speaker pointed to 
the 
"fantastic 
possibilities" 
for 
Arctic development. He proposed 
that 
penitentiary 
inmates, 
even 
psychopathic 
patients, 
be given 
the opportunity to go north and 
develop the vastly wealthy regions. 
"Pepple won't be rehabilitated 


in . jails and psychopathic wards,' 
he declared. 


Montague frowned 
on finding 
fault with "foreignisms" and urg- 
ed North Americana to boast of 
what they have. 
"I was in charge.of twomount- 


les in Canada,' and we controlled 
more land than Hitler—but look 
who got all the' publicity." 


An author of several books. Mon- 


tague reported 'that the

Northwest, 
including Alaska anc 


the Yukon, could take care of 
200,000,000'people; but there .are 
less than 100,000 there- at 
this 
time. 
Fifty per cent of all the 


fresh water in the world. Is in 
Canada, he said, warning that a

strike some time in^ the future. 


Defining adventure as the art ol 
living, the finding of something 
new and getting' close to nature 
Montague assailed modern youth's 
conception of adventure. 


"Youngsters are given the Idea 
through comio books, radio anc 
movies, that 
adventure". means 


killing 
somebody," 
he 
declared 


"It is sadism that is attracting 
us, and the story is so hopelessly 
wrong." 


Mounty Six Years. 


Montague was a Mounty for-six 


years. During that time, he said 
"I never had _to draw my pisto 
or kill anyone"." 
About the only 


thing that saved his life was 
sense 
of humor. 
"Men's 
nrob- 


lems are not solved bv bullets.' 
he said. 
He praised the mounted polic 


of Canada as the one police force 
in the world "uncontaminated by 
petty party politics." 


A smile, gentleness and a sense 


of humor play an important role 
in the Mounty's life," he said. He 
used these qualities once when 
arresting a psychotic who wa 
armed with 
a 
double-barreled 
shotgun. 


The aggressor was standing in 


a doorway when Montague -arriv 
ed; he 
threatened to 
kill 
the 


Mounty should he walk through 
the door. 


"After gulping once, I managed 
a 
big smile." 
said 
Montague 
"That's not the way I heard it,1 
he answered. "I hear you couldn' 
hit that window with two shots. 


Hearing 
this, the armed ma- 


quickly turned, aside and smash 
ed a window with two blasts from 
the shotgun. 
Montague's sense o 


humor didn't end there. He even 
talked the man into going down 
to 
Mounty 
headquarters 
tc 
"smash some more window panes. 
He found a padded cell awaitini 
him. 


Montague had sought to ente 
the Far Northern outpost for twi 
years, but the RCMP 
wouldn1 


transfer him. 
Finally his order 
came, .-just three' weeks after 
most unusual incident. 


Guide Was 
Murderer. 


The Mounty was seeking a kill 
er, wanted for several murders 
Expecting a long .tourney, he ap 
preached an Indian and hired hiir 
as a guide. After ten weeks bai 
tling the Arctic's cold and ice 
the pair reached an Indian village 
Montague called on the chief an 
asked him if he knew where th 
wanted man. was. 
. "How long have you been look 
Ing for this man?" asked

chief. 


"We've been on the trail for 1 
weeks," replied Montague. 


"You 
shouldn't have been look 
Ing so far away, smiled the chle 
pointing to the Indian beside th 


. Mounty. 


Montagues guide was the mur 
derer.

ransferred to one of the farthest 
utposts in the Arctic. 
"It took a mistake for me to

seat stadium is just one feature 
which .helps to make It ideal for 
the sports fan. The structure it re- 
placed inclined at a straight 30 de 
gree angle. This one Inclines gradu- 
ally from 25 to 35 degrees. 
The 
flatter base with steeper upper In- 
cline makes It much easier to see 
over the wierd hat of the woman 
In front of you. 
Many Improvements 


The new stadium, situated on the 


Rice campus, is the last word so 
far as the spectator is concerned. 
Consider these improvements: 
1. The supports of the upper deck 


are completely clear of the lower 
stands. There are no columns any- 
where to obstruct the view. 


2. There's no track surrounding 


the field. A3 a result, spectators in 
the first row are within 35 leet of 
the sidelines, compared to 85 feet 
at the old stadium. 


3. The bench-type seats are made 


of redwood and do not splinter. Each 
scat Is 18 Inches wide and 12 inches 
deep, compared with the jeats In 
the old stadium which were 14 
inches wide and 10 inches deep. 


4. Walking space 
beneath 
the 


spectators' feet in each 
row 
is 


sloped one inch Instead of one-half 
inch to greatly Improve drainage 
throughout the stadium. (It DO 
rain in Houston). 
5. There are only 14 seats on each 


side of an aisle in a section. Thus 
the maximum persons to be dis- 
turbed by someone passing down a 
full row is 13. 


6. All tickets have an aisle num- 


ber, indicating the aisle closet to 
your seat. 
Four Main Entrance* 


7. Fans may go In at any one of 


four entrances at each corner of 
tho stadium. None of this business 
of walking clear around the stadium 
to get to some specific entrance. 
After passing through the gates, 
spectators walk a short way along 
a ramp with a very minute Incline. 
This puts them onto a fine, wide 
concourse that 
runs completely 


aruund the stadium behind the 44th 
or top row of the lower sectlton. 
You can watch action on the field 
from the concourse. 


8. The playing field Is down In 


a man-made bowl, 25 feet below 
:he actual ground surface. So spc- 
tators enter the stadium from tho 
main concourse at the 44th row 
level. This means that more than 


lf the fans walk down to their 
seats. And the fartherest a person 
must walk up to reach his seat is 
35 rows to the top row of the upper 
deck.

uries, the more than 2,000 box seats 
n ths stadium have opra-type ad- 
justable seats.
